HIGH SPEED INTERNET SIGNS:

There are several yellow signs that have been placed along the roads in Town
advertising hi speed internet. They are on Town property and there is no permits for
these signs, the Roadside mower is going to hit them and they should not be along the
roads. Matthew Puntin made a motion to have Chief Holian call the internet company
that has put several signs out and have them remove these signs. Christopher Johnson
seconded, no opposition.

McCarty Road — Culvert replacement. Matthew Puntin stated we received 3 quotes for

the engineering of this project. Berkshire Engineering, Guntlow Engineering and White
Engineering. Matthew Puntin made a motion to hire Berkshire Engineering as their bid
was 75% lower than the other two quotes. Christopher Johnson seconded, no
opposition. Molly to forward this to Finance Committee to discuss which account the
$3,500 - $4,000.00 shali be used to fund this engineering.

Jerusalem Road Bridge - Matthew Puntin stated he received 3 prices on the
engineering and design for the replacement of this bridge. The pricing is approximately
$100,000.00 for the engineering and design. Based on this fact and a budget of only
$50,000.00 we cannot move forward on this project at this time. We will have to vote at
Annual Town Meeting for more funds to move this project forward.
